The train leaving New York ut 8 o'clock 
last evening met an oll train on the New 
Hamburg drawbridge. The oil train jamped 
the track and broke in two. An oil car tipped 
over on the passenger train, set it on fire, and 
the locomotive, cars, and bridge all burned 
up Three sleeping cars are among the de- 
stroyed. Eighteen persons were killed out- 
right, and many more are injured who will 
not recover. The names have not yet been 
obtained. 

HORRIBLE DETAILS. 
. N. X., Feb. 7.— The dis- 
patch sent from bere this morning incorrectly 
stated the cause oi the disaster on the Hud- 
son River railroad Au oil train was bound 
south, and when passing New Hamburg an 
exile of the oli car brake, and was dragged 
along the ground until it reached the draw- 
bridge, when, striking the timbers, it threw 
the car off the track, and upon the up-track, 
and in fece of the second Pacific 
Express. An attempt was made to 
stop the express, which was approaching, 
but there was not time enough, and it struck 
the oi] car, and the fragments of the oil car 
were scattered in every direction, and at 
once ignited; enveloping the entire express 
train in flames. fhe express train was com- 
posed of a locomotive, one baggage car, one 
express car, and five or six sleeping cars. 
The locemotive was at orce hurled into 
the river, aud the engineer killed, and the 
baggage and express cars were piled on top 
of the engive. At the same time the Chi- 
cago sleeping car was one sheet of 
fame, and, though desperate . attempts 
were made to rescue the passengers, it is eaid 
that not one was got out alive. Two of the 
other sleeping cars next to it were wrapped ia 
lomes, but the passengers in there all got 
out eafely, and then the bridge took fire. In 
lees than ten minutes afterwards the whole 
structure fell, carrying with it the Chicago 
ear, and burying it and its inmates out of 
sight under the water, and among the ruias 
of the locomotive and express car. This ter- 
rible result settled all doubt as to the proba- 
bility of rescuing one, dead or alive, and 
then there was nothing to do till daylight. 
The cames of the killed thus far known are: 
Simeors, engineer; Peter Varsburgh, conduc- 
tor of the Chicago car, and a brakeman named 
Bhrine. It ie also thought that Rev. Dr. 
Dennis, of the Church of Strangers, New Tork 
city, and his wife are among the dead, as a 
gentleman stated that they occupied a berth 
in the Chleago car. Charies Cossum, the con- 
ductor of the train, states that there were 
sixty-five sleéping car tickets, ang that fifty- 
two of them have found owners, leay- 
ing but thirteen persons missing. The pas- 
scrgers say, however, that the Chicago car 
contained twenty-five or thirty „ and 
that rot one got out. All trainfare stopped 
atthe breek this morning,and the work of 
recovering the dead bodies has commenced. 
Coroner Andrus, of Poughkeepsie, has been 
noti fied, and is waiting for a train to convey 
bim to the spot. Upon the ice near the wreck 
a body was found, with entrails torn out and 
the head and legs crushed. It has not been 
identified up to this time. 


STATEMENT OF AN EYE WITNESS. 

New York, Feb. 7.—The following partieu- 
jars in regard to the terrible accident on the 
Hudson river railroad have been obtained in 
this city from an eye witness: The freight 
train which eaused the accident consisted of 
about twenty-five cars, mcstof which carried 
tat ks filled with oil, Before leaving Albany 
every car was carefully inspected by workmen 
and 10 defect was discovered. When the 
train reached the wooden bridge over Wop- 
pivgegs creek, at New Hamburg, about eight 
miles below Pougbkeepsie, a sudden shock 

through the entire train, almost 
throwing it from the track. Upon examiaa- 
tion it was found that the axle of the tenth 
car had broken. The car had thea broken 
loose from ite coupling and the endof one 
side struck against the frame work of the 
bridge and lay a total wreck upon the track 

Almost at the same moment, and before a 
signal could be raised, the express train which 
pad left this city at 8 o’clock, came rashiog 
along at the rate of 30 miles per hour, The 
engine struck the wrecked car with a terribie 
force, setting fire to the oil and ecattering the 
inflammable materials and burning fragments 
of the car in all directions. The shock of the 
collision instantly threw the engine over the 
bridge into the ereek. The ice was very thick 
at the time, but was unable to bear the weight 
of the locomotive, whick broke through aud 
sank. The tender of the engme also fell into 
the creek. Immediately behind the engine 
were two baggage-cars, which were followed 
by the sleeping-cars, full of passengers. The 
flames from the dil tank soon set fire to these 
cars, which, after striking the wreck, fell over 
into the creek, a burning mass. 

It is said that some passengers in the 
sleeping-car succeeded in leaping from the 
car in time to save themselves from death, but 
the rest were carried with the car over the 
bridge and were either drowned or barned td 
death. The body of P. H. Vosbuigh, conduc- 
tor of the sleeping-car, was after wards found, 
with the lower extremities buroed away. 

As soon as the particulars of the disaster 
reached the city, Superintendent J. M Toucey 
started for the scene, and has since been en- 
gaged, with a large body of men, in searching 
for the bodies of the unfortunate passengers, 

This moining the wreck was cleared away 
fram the sleeping car as it lay upon the ice, 
and a vigorous search made for the bodies of 
those passengers who might be crushed in the 
wreck or those burned to death.- Ia one cor- 
ner of the cara heap of charred and black- 
ened bodies were found, but so disfigured that 
identification is impossible. From the ap- 
pearance of the bodies it was evident that the 
passengers,at the time of the accideat, had 
rushed iu des pair to the rear door of the car 
and bad there miserably perished? 

Three bodies, appareatly those of a mother 


and her two children, of which the arms yet | 
remained, were discovered closely embracing | 


each other, and it is surmised, finding egress 
impossible, they resolved to dic together, 
Bebind this car, which was the Buflalo car, 
were two other sleeping care, which were also 
totally destroyed by the fire.

Coast.
